Play was brought through to the final
pound in the national lawn tennis cham-
plonship tournament at the West Side
Tennis Club in Forest Hills, L. 1., yes-
terday, and all four favorites survived.
Maurice E. McLoughlin of SBan Fran-
glsco, the world's champlon: Richard
Norris Willlams 24 of Philadelphia,
natlonal champion, and Theodore R
Pell of New York, who last year was
not rated in the first ten, won their
fifth round matches In straight sets,
while Willlam M. Johnston of San Fran-
cisco had to go five sets to down Clar-
ence J. Griffin, h;u doubles partner.

Harold A. Throckmorton of Bewaren,

N. J. won the national Interscholas-
tie championship from Charles 8.

Youngsters Show Well.

Willlams and McLoughlin were gen-
erally expected to have walkovers be-
cause they were to meet Willlam Rand
3, and Francis T. Hunter respec-
tively, two youngsters whose chief claim
to fame has been their advance In the
present tournament. Both of the young
players surprised the crowd by thelr
play, Rand carrying the national cham-
plon to two deuce sets bhefore he lost
at 8—6, 7—5, 6—1, while Hunter, al-
though he did not win as many games
as did Rand, showed much ability be-
fore he was downed at 6—2, 6—4, 60,

There was a great deal of honor for
Rand in his defeat by the champion.
The young Harvard freshman made a
better showing against Willlams than
any one but Walter Merrill Hall in
this tournament. It would be foolish
to say that he gives promise of develop.
Ing into a good player. He Is that now
and needs only a little seasoning. Hun-
ter, aithough good, showed nothing like
the native talent of Rand.

Pell played the same steady high class
game that he has been showing all week
and beat Irving . Wright of Boston at
6—3, 6—1, 6—1, while Johnston showed
streaks of good and bad tennis in beat-
ing Grifin at 6—2, 6—1, 6—8, 5—7,
